arrived from San Francisco yesterday

TRUSTS. 


The United States Industrial Com- 


mission is taking evidence about the 
creation of Trusts, and asks men of 
experience to suggest ways ef : present*. 
ing tfheir organization. 


Mr. J- J. Myera,. a Massachusetts 


member of Congress, suggests that laws 
be enacted permitting stocks to toe is- 
sued only to amount of the actual va- 
'lue of the properties upon which the 
Trust is based. He urged that the 
Trusts are not created, to Border., to 
economize production, but in order to 
get over-capitalized securities, which 
were put upon the public; -that it:is oae 
of the ways of making money with- 
out work, and highly satisfactory to 
the promoters of Trusts. Herealted the 
attention of the Commission : *&:-the 
fact that the laws •' of ^assactiusetts 
forbid the -issue of stock for an amount 
exceeding the actual value of ttie 
property involved. The «nlorcement 
of this law if generally adopted would 
Instantly stop the creation' of Trusts. 


But the only way such a law could 


be enforced would 'be in the appoint- 
ment of State officers whose duty it 
would .be to certify to the actual value 
of the property, before permitting the 
issue of stock. The submission of the 
list of properties, including 'lands, to 
an intelligent board of commisioners 
for a correct valuation, would in 
nearly 
every case discourage 
the 


promoters of Trusts, for they would 
usually be left with only small mar- 
gins of profit. 
Only thoae Trusts 


would .be created which actually secur- 
ed economic advantages.

JOHS BROWS AND HIS FOLLOWE* g, 


The remains of th'e seven followers 
f John Brown, of Harper's ferry, 
were removed on the fourth ^of this 
month, from their graves in Virginia, 
and are now buried by the side of the 
great "liberator" at North Elba, New 
York.

In the matter of the application of 


Yap'Ah Sap and Lee Ah Kan for a 
writ of (habeas corpus, which was 
heard toy Justice Frear on Tuesday, 
the following partial decision was ren- 
dered at the opening of Court yester- 
day morning: 
__ 


The petitioners arrived at the port 


of Honolulu, one on the steamship City 
of Peking, the other on the steamship 
Gaelic, on July 23, 1899. They were 
examined on board their respective 
vessels that day as to their right to 
land, Mr. J. K. Brown, Immigration 
Inspector under the Secretary of the 
Treasury of the United States, and Mr. 
J. W. Girvin, under the Collector Gen- 
eral of Customs of the port of Hono- 
lulu, being present at the examination 
of one of .the petitioners, and Mr. Gir- 
vin at the examination of the other. A 
second examination of each petitioner 
took place a few days later, August 27 
or 28, on Quarantine Island, while the 
petitioners were still in quarantine, in 
the presence of both Mr. Brown and 
Mr. Girvin. These officers found that 
the petitioners were Chinese laborers 
whose only claim of right to land was 
the possession of permits which they 
themselves confessed were issued for 
others and purchased by them at Hong- 
kong. Mr.-Brown thereupon, decided 
that they were not authorized to land 
under the United States Immigration 
laws, and that they should be held 
for transportation back to China. Mr. 
Girvin decided to have them prosecuted 
under section 1582 of the Penal Laws of 
Hawaii for attempting to enter this 
republic without the necessary permit. 
He consulted Mr. Brown, in whose cus- 
tody they were, and obtained his con- 
sent to take them into his (Girvln's) 
custody for the purpose of prosecution 
but with tSie understanding that they 
were to continue In Mr. Brown's legal 
custody and be returned to Ms actual 
custody as soon as the purposes of the 
prosecution were fulfilled. "Mr. Girvin 
then brought them, from Quarantine 
Island to the Custom House and sent 
them by a customs guard to the Po- 
lice Station, whether he followed and 
swore out a warrant which was there 
served on the petitioners. Mr. Girvin 
was instructed by the Collector Gen- 
eral to request" the marshal to iold tie 
petitioners until an opportunity should 
be afforded for sending them back to 
China. The Collector General was un- 
der instructions from the Minister of 
Finance of Hawaii to co-operate with 
Mr. Brown m the enforcement of the 
United States Chinese exclusion laws, 
which had been extended to these Isl- 
ands by the joint resolution of Con- 
gress annexing these Islands to the 
United States. Mr. Girvin wrote to 
tfie deputy marshal, who seemed to be 


• acting for the marshal in this matter, 
to hold the petitioners until opportu- 
nity should occur for sending them 


4 back to China. The petitioners, after 


one or two continuances, were tried on 
August 1 and found guilty and sen- 
tenced to pay a fine of $10 each and to 
pay costs, ?2.60 each, and the usual 
mittimus was made out committing 
them to imprisonment until the "fine 
should be paid or worked out, as pro- 
vided by law. The magistrate 
who 


tried the case-also gave oral instruc- 
tions {not a part of the legal Judg- 
ment) to the marshal, apparently «t 
the request of Mr. Girvin, that the pe- 
titioners should be returned to the 
customs authorities at the expiration 
of their sentence. The petitioners' 
sentences would have expired Aug- 
ust 26 by law, had not the portion of 
their fine not already worked off not 
been paid, as it was, on August 11. The 
jailor then, August 11, went to the 
places on the roads where the prisoners 
were working respectively and took 
them back to the prison. Here, while 
still having the petitioners in custody, 
he received word from the deputy mar- 
shal not to discharge the prisoners but 
to return them to the Station House. 
This was done and when this writ was 
served the same day the petitioners 
were at the Station House in the cus- 
tody of the deputy marshal, under the 
orders, as he says, of Mr. Brown
